THE GALE AT YUKUONAMA 
(Gazette, Oct. 4) 

The unsettled weathor of yootuuds) 
culruinsted last wight ina gale such ao 
has not visited Yokohama for two years 
past, Shortly after miduight is com 
wenced to blow hard from E.S.E., accom 
panied by very heavy rain. Soon after- 
wards the wind veered round to W.N.W., 
and the burometer went down to 29, 
when the rain ceased somewhat, which 
was fortunate, as by that time the tiles 
ou the houses in the Settlement and 
Bluff were falling off. The atorm was at 
ita height about 230 am, and began to 
lessen in violence shortly after 3 o'clock. 
The lowest reading of the barometer was 
28.75, To enumerate the damage on 
shore und afloat would be too great an 
undertaking, However, some extent 
of the violence of the storm may be 
gathered from the fullowiug list of cayual- 
ties, 

The corvette Konjo-hare, Auerican 
ship Samar, German schooucrs Meche 
aud Solid, British gunboat Fly, ull 
dragged their uncbors more or leas, the 
latter vessel nearly running on shore 
opposite the Grand Hotel ‘The U. 8. 
Richmond had three anchors dowp and 
steaming against the wind Mr Helm 
unfortunately lost his steam-luunch and 
two cargo boats, the steam-lauach belong- 
ing to the Post Olfice is badly damaged 
and the gig is at the bottom.

RUSSIA AND CHINA, 
‘The negotiations betwegn the Marquis 
Tseog aud the Russian Goverument 

tive to the Kuldja question com- 
menced on Ist inst. ‘The Novosti states 
that hitherto the Russian military 
authurities have only been occupied in 
forming a base for the diplomatic nego- 
tiatiuns oa Uris question. According to 
the same journal, aba Council recent) 
hell by the Minister of War, the Di. 
rector of the Ministry for, Foreign 
Affairs, the Director of the Asiatic De- 
purtwent, the Russian Minister at Pekin, 
and other officials, it was decided in 
principle that it would be possible to 
surrender Kuldja to China, with the ex- 
ception of a district in whieh 2,000 
colonists from Little Russia had settled, 
Tho Council also resolved that the prin« 
cipal questions inust be decided in St, 
Petersburg, M. Thuzow, the Russian 
Minister at Pekin, being only charged 
with the details nud the ratification of 
the results of the negotiations. 

The Zurkestan Gazette continues to 
publish various news of minor character 
from the disputed Russo-Chinese frontier 
and Kuldja, For the most part this 
‘news consists in showiog how Russian 
subjects and native sympathisers with 
the Russian authority are treated by the 
Chinese on‘every opportunity, A Russ 
sinn Tartar, who went over the frontier 
to inquire nfter a certain Russian cara- 
van, was immediately arrested by the 
Chinese, thrashed to the extent of 400. 
lashes, and cast into prigon..’ The fear of 
European meddlers is another matter of 
constant recurrence, Accordiag to a 
caravan merchant arriving at Viorne, 
the Europeans who were lately reported 
to have appeared in. Kashgar hava 
brought thither with them rifles and 
cannon. Itis also stated that the Mus- 
sulmun population of Kashgar ara so 
discontented that they are ready to rise 
against the Chinese of any moment, 
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
